This application is a national stage entry of PCT/US03/10560, filed April 2, 2003 
and claims priority to U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/369594, filed April 2, 2002. 
The election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-7) on March 14, 2007 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1-7 are currently pending in this application and are examined 
on the merits herein.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hu, et al. (Journal of Food Biochemistry 23 (1999) 187-196). 

Claim 1 is drawn to a method for producing chitosan from fungal biomass 
comprising reacting the fungal biomass with a caustic at a pressure greater than 0 psig. 
Claim 2 is drawn to the method of claim 1 , further comprising separating the chitosan 
from the reaction. Claims 3-5 and 7 limit the temperature and pressure. 

Hu, et al. teach a two-step extraction method for fungal chitosan. Fungal mycelia 
are autoclaved in a 1M caustic soda solution at 121° C for 15-60 minutes [Table 1]. The 
alkali-insoluble materials obtained are then further autoclaved in aqueous acetic acid 
solution [abstract]. The pressure is 1 .05 kgf cm" 2 [page 190, under Chitosan 
Extraction], which is equal to 14.93 psig. After extraction, the chitosan was washed and 
centrifuged, freeze-dried and weighed [page 190, Chitosan Extraction]. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hu, et al. 

(Journal of Food Biochemistry 23 (1999) 187-196) in view of Butelman (EP 0400346A2, 

May 12, 1990). 



Hu, et al. teach as set forth above. 
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Hu, et al. do not teach temperatures greater than 125°C. 

Butelman, et al. teach the extraction of chitosan from arthropod waste material 
with saturated steam under pressure in the presence of an alkaline agent [abstract]. A 
mixture of shells derived from crustaceans and caustic soda solution is treated with 
saturated steam at a temperature of between 150 and 300° C and a pressure between 
15 and 30 bar (about 217-435 psig) for 2-15 minutes [column 2, lines 31-42]. The 
method produces complete disgregation of the starting material [column 2, lines 45-50]. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to employ higher temperatures in the method of Hu, et al. See 
MPEP 2144.05: Differences in concentration or temperature will not support the 
patentability of subject matter encompassed by the prior art unless there is evidence 
indicating such concentration or temperature is critical. "[W]here the general conditions 
of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the optimum or 
workable ranges by routine experimentation." In re Aller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 
233, 235 (CCPA 1955). Futhermore, Butelman, et al. teach a similar method with 
higher temperatures. 

A reference is good not only for what it teaches by direct anticipation but also for 
what one of ordinary skill in the art might reasonably infer from the teachings. (In re 
Opprecht 12 USPQ 2d 1235, 1236 (Fed Cir. 1989); In re Bode 193 USPQ 12 (CCPA) 
1976). In light of the forgoing discussion, the Examiner concludes that the subject 
matter defined by the instant claims would have been obvious within the meaning of 35 
USC 103(a). From the teachings of the references, it is apparent that one of ordinary 
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USC 103(a). From the teachings of the references, it is apparent that one of ordinary 
skill in the art would have had a reasonable expectation of success in producing the 
claimed invention. Therefore, the invention as a whole was prima facie obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, as evidenced by the 
references, especially in the absence of evidence to the contrary.
